HEALTH BOARD ASKS 
FOR SUCH ORDINANCE 


Law Will Require Children Secking 
Admission in the Public Schools 
to Show a Birth Certificate 
if They Were Born 
in Atlanta, 


Any child born in Atlanta whose par 
ents cannot show a birth certificate 
wil) not be allowed to hereafter enter 
public schools of the city. if an 
Ordinance agreed upon bv the board of 
health yesterday afternoon ig adopted, 
and it is believed the new law will be 
passed without opposition. 

At the meeting of the board of health 
President Bernard Wolff stated that it 
was a shame the way some physicians 
neglected to make reports of births. 

“There is a great deal of such neg- 
ligence,’’ stated Dr. Wolff, “‘and our vi- 
tal statistics are, therefore, sadly de- 
ficient. The Atlanta Constitution has 
been having much to say on this sub- 
ject. and the position it has taken has 
been a most justifiable and praiseworthy 
one. I pelieve that the entrance of a 
person into this world should be sur- 
reunded with as much legal formality 
as his exit out of it. Yet mere in At- 
lanta the deaths reported are far in ex- 
cess of the births, simply because ail 
the birthg are not reported.” 

What About the Stockade? — 

“Why don't you send some of those 
negligent doctors to the stockade?’

“We have as yet made no cases,’ re- 
plied Dr. Wolff, ‘and even if we did 
I fear that the doctors would soon 
lapse again into forgetfulness.

R ADLER AND PROF 
HENDERSON SPEAK AT NIGHT

Mrs. Florence Kelly, of New 
York, told of the New York laws show-. 
ing how statistics were gathered and 
was followed by E. W. Frost, of Mi!- 
waukee, Wis., on the Wisconsin laws. 

Child Labor in New Engiand. 

Everett W. Lofd, secretary’ of the 
New England states national child 
labor committee, made the first a@dress 
of the convention on “Child Labor ina 
New England.” He clearly brought out 
the motto of the committee, “Childhvood 
is a time for education and play, not 
labor.”

The first was by Dr. Adler on “The 
Basis of the Anti-Child Labor Move- 
ment in the Idea of American Civiliza- 
tion.” Dr. Adler is a very thorough 
thinker, especially along the particular 
line upon which he spoke. His main 
theme was that gold wasg@gphe real cause 
of the wasting away of ir young hu- 
manity. ie 

Professor Charles R. Henderson, of 
Chicago, was next, and in a very inter- 
esting manner put facts and figures up 
before his hearers on his subject: ‘‘So- 
cia) Cost of Accident. Ignorance and 
Education.’’ He stated that we are 
killing the very fruit of our future by 
allowing the child to become a slave in 
a mill. Its life becomes gradually ex- 
tinct, leaving us nothing at all. He said 
we did not value the life of our America 
as we should, and if we only knew of 
the conditions existing we would rise 
and.have laws passed against it, but 
that we are sOmewhar on the order of 
what the English woman said. that we 
are kind, philanthropic, love to he'p the 
poor, but we are in too much of a 
hurry and never see the things which 
we should. 

The closing speech was by Dr. A. J, 
McKelway, of Atlanta, on “The Leader- 
ship of the Child.”’ This was one of 
the most forceful addresses of the eve- 
ning. It was ciear, comprehensive, 
pointing out the necessity of attending 
to a enild's future befvre it is too late, 
before death arrivés at the door he- 
cause of sheer exhaustion of a worn 
out body to reap gold for the capitalist.

Hon. HoyKin Wright, of Augusta, us 
stated in The Constitution, will receive 
under his agreement with the city of 
Augusta and Richmond county, 20 per 
cent of the amounts collected for them 
Which aggregate $254,000. His aggre- 
gate fee from the city and county will, 
therefore, be more than $50,000. 

But out of this Mr. Wright is to pay 
the fee of Governor Smith. who wags 
engaged by him in’ the litigation, prior 
to the announcement of, Mr. Smith's 
candidacy for governor. Before ane 
neouncing and entering upon his cam- 
paign, Governor Smith was engaged ia 
the case, and made an argument in 
Fulton superior court.
